that nothing should be allowed to impede production 
for defense. 
The American peope agree with the government's 
contention that there are no difficulties in labor dis­ 
putes so insurmountable as to Justify hindrance to 
pioduction in the current emergency. Leaders of or­ 
ganized labor not in sympathy with the contention 
thus are opposed to both the public and the govern­ 
ment. 
They raise a question of their own motives. 
Orthodox explanation for strikes is, of course- that 
organized labor always 
makes 
hay 
while the sun 
shines. Strikes are to be expected when employment 
is increasing 
Demand for labor gives labor organ­ 
izations added bargaining power. In short, work stop­ 
pages are inevitable when there Is work to be done 
But work stoppages cannot be viewed as inevitable 
when there U an emergency calling for maximum 
production in the shortest possible time. During the 
World war the WiLson administration adopted that 
policy, and it was never repudiated. 
The welfare of 
the country as a whole takes 
precedence 
over the 
welfare of any organized minority, including organ­ 
ized labor. 
The wartime policy established 
by 
the Wilson 
administration during the World war has been re­ 
established by the Roosevelt 
administration, 
with 
popular approval. Though it is too soon to guess how 
effectual the new defense labor mediation board will 
be, it will have public support. 
To the extent that 
any employer or any 
labor 
policy of putting production first he plages himself 
on trial for bad faith. 
The overwhelming majority of American workmen 
must believe in the rule of no 
strikes 
during the 
emergency; they place national welfare first because 
they realize what happened to France, where wilfu' 
minorities neglected the common welfare in short-* 
sighted service to their own narrow interests. 
They 
cannot tolerate any action 
that 
gives 
comfort to 
ideologists who insist that no nation which gives 
workmen the right of self-determination can survive 
against a system of state slavery.

Induction 


HALIFAX. N. S.—Training regu­ 
larly and industriously, members of 
the Nova Scotia Women’s Service 
Corps, Headquarters Division, look 
hopefully to the day when the gov­ 
ernment will grant them, with simi­ 
lar organizations throughout Can­ 
ada, tile right to become an official 
part of the defense forces of Canada. 
At present they are unofficial. 
They are not recognized by mili­ 
tary authorities and have no legiti­ 
mate standing. Their uniform- are 
what they want to make them. And 
there is no pay. 
Organized last July, the Halifax 
unit now has about IOO volunteers 
Guiding light of the movement 
locally was Miss M. Mumford, now 
commander-in-chief. She sees the 
present complement as the nuc leus 
around which a much larger unit 
will be built when official recog­ 
nition comes. 
Two nights a week member, as­ 
semble in the armories for training. 
With 
volunteer instructors 
from 
local permanent force units they 
study squad and company drill, first 
aid, signaling, map reading, com­ 
missariat, anti-gas technique, arid 
most important ol all, transport. 
Quality As Drivers 
Already a number of members 
have qualified as transport drivers 
and are eager to be put to work 
either in Canada or overseas. Tile 
training included automobile and 
motorcycle driving, care and main­ 
tenance. Map-reading was a sup­ 
plementary study. 
The Halifax unit was the first to 
be formed in the Maritime*,, and is 
affiliated with a similar organiza­ 
tion in British Columbia. The latter 
came into being loin before war wes 
declared 
Later a Women’s Volun­ 
teer Reserve Corps was formed iii 
Sydney, N. S., in affiliation with 
(he Montreal Corp*. 
Now Halifax 
is organizing a branch at Truro, 
N. S. 
The girls who attend the.se classes 
are obviously not tile type who come 
because they have nothing else to 
do. Many of them must have given 
up social engagements to attend. 
They looked neat and smart In their 
kiliaki uniforms mid peaked caps, 
but they would be equally at home 
in evenin : frocks. 
Early Recognition Expected 
"When 
official 
recognition 
is 
granted, and we have had hints 
that it won t be long, we hopi' that 
Princess Alice, wife of the governor 
general, will consent lo become our 
commander-in-chief.” Miss Mum­ 
ford said. "In the meantime we are 
going ahead with our training so 
thait we shall be ready when the 
opportunity comes. Military off totals 
here have been very helpful iii pro­ 
viding instructors.” 
Already women drivers of the 
corps have been operating cars for 
the Ajax club, a naval organization. 
But they eagerly await tile day when 
they can go overseas "to help out 
women drivers in England.” 
Officers meet three times a week 
instead of two, to undergo extra 
(training and plan activities. Pro­ 
ficient. first aid workers receive St. 
John’s ambulance certificates. 
Latest development of the corps 
ha* been ail entertainment section 
(to cooperate with other auxiliaries 
in providing entertainment for tile 
services.
